Who are those who participat- 
ed in this hoodlumism®?

The purpose of the fellow- 
ships, granted under Title V-C 
of the Higher Education Act of 
1985, is to strengthen and im- 
prove elementary and second- 
ary education through craduate 
training for persons who are 
planning to pursue teaching ca- 
reers. The program provides for 
up to two years of graduate 
study on a full-time basis lead 
ing to an advanced devree other
